HOMICIDE IN THE WEST DIVISION 
Unhappy Result of a Quarrel, 


shanty, one Jobn Duhig, as the author of Cow- 
hey’s injuries, in the course of a late fight be- 
tween the two; that Dubig was arrested on 
Thursday evening on a warrant sworn out by 
the wife of Cowbey, before Justice Milliken, and 
taken to jail by officer Colburn. 

It seems that the difliculty between these two 
neighbors sprung up out of an altercation be- 
tween the men asto their cows.

longed to him, and that he had no business on 
it. Cowhey refused to go and Duhig then spit 
in his face. The former then struck Duhig, 
which be returned, knocking him down on the 
walk. He arose, but was aguin knocked dowu 

by Duhig, whe, this time, jumped upon him 
and kicked him violently, Cowhey’s wife ran 
into the house, seized an axe, and rushing ou!» 
struck Duhig twice with the flat of it, upon his 
back. The neighbors interfered, and finally 
separated them. Cowley was conveyed into 
the house, but no medical aid was sent for. 

On Thursday morning Cowbey complained of 
being very ill, and his wife stating the case to 
an apothecary as well as she could, the man of 
drugs gave her a mixture of tartar emetic and 
ipecac. After Cowhey had taken the dose he 
became rapidly worse, sank during the after- 
moon and evening, breathing his last about 
twelve o’clock on Thursday night, the man 
Duhig as above stated, having been arrested 
some hours previous.

On her former appearance as witness against 
Mrs. Henning, Sophie bad been tampered with 
im jail, as we bave stated, and false defence at- 
tempted, by evidence on her part directly the 
reverse of what she had sworn to at the prelim- 
inary examivation. Yesterday, however, poor 
Sophie made a clean breast of the whole, and 
poured out ali her troubles. She confessed to 
having been a thief, trained to steal by ber un- 
worthy protectress. She had stolen #100 in 
gold, and had in several other instances proved 
herself alttoo expert and dexterous in her trade. 
Mrs. Henning has been se xt to the peniten- 
tiary fortwo years. If she received that term 
of imprisonment for having profited by Sophie's 
misdirected tact, the hag should pasa the rest of 
ber wretched life in duress, and find it even 
then all too scant penalty for the crime of poi- 
soning the principles and deliberately branding 
with shame the life of her daughter in training 
her as a thief. ‘ 

‘What shall be done with Sophie? Her case 
waits a decision. Fathers and mothers glance 
across your breakfast tables this morning to 
your own treasured, bright eyed Maggy or Jane, 
in their fresh-lipped girlhood. How you watch 
to guard them and guide them along the paths 
their gay young feet are pressing. Sophie is a 
bright, intelligent child, on whom yet may dawn 
a happy womanhood. She is and has been for 
weeks in our jail, the associate of infamous wo- 


years old child. What shall be done with her. 
Shall it be the Jail or Bridewell? One or the 
other, or shall she be turued ont friendless upon 
the world, her only protectress in the Peniten- 
tiary, and she, poor Sophie, alone. 

‘Were she a ragged, neglected child of the 
other sex, we should have cause to rejoice that 
the boy was to pass into good Mr. Nichols 
charge, in the Reform School for Boys. Is it 
right, and just, and humane in this Christian 
city that we have no kindred institution to ar- 
rest and train into better paths the erring steps 
of young and susceptible girlhood. Case after 
case of this kind occurs again and again in all 


It is right that the 
boys should be thus rescued and trained amid 
the humanizing and Christianizing influeaces of 
a Reform School, the while the neglected and 
ill-trained Sophies are left unaided, to take the 
shortest paths to lives of infamy and bury their 
young girlhood in a darkness impenetrable to 
sympathy and aid.

“went in” for the liberation of lialy by what- 
ever means, end gave an implied adhesion to 
the Bonupartean policy and tactics. The other | 
journals, excepting Jesuit prints, were gever- 
ally on the Italian side of the question with- 
Outepecial reference to guy of its adjuncts. 
With this the war started off 
with equal glory and vehemence in Lombardy 
and New York. No special change in we 
programme was noticed, up to the re- 
ceipt of the news of the Villafranca peace, 
except that the Times gradually supplanted 
both t-e Herald and Courier in excessive ad- 
thirdtion of the French Emperor, and made 
room ia its eolumns for an occasiona! sneer at 
Garibaldi aad the democratic elemen' in Ital- 
tan politics—written over the well-known sig- 
pature of “H.J.R.” The Tribune did not 
manage to keep a very straight back against 
the’popular pressure in favor of Austrian de- 
feat and expulsion from the peniusula It re- 
luctantly swallowed the facts of Magenta and 
Selferino, and trusted that something beter 
might come from)t»em than the substitution 
of French for Austrian taskmasters in Italy. 
The controversy was enlivened for a time by 
a scolding dispute between the Herald and 


@etat of the 2d December. While these contest- 
ants were exhausting themselves in vain 
strife on an immaterial point the Times was 
going to great expense to show that what it 
had wanted in devotion to French Imperialism 
in times past, it was now disposed to make up 
in full and have something to carry. _ 

Phe announcement of peace dislocated things 
considerably in the gory arena of newspaper- 
dom, in New York as well as other quarters of 
the globe—New York being at least one quar- 
ter. The Herald grew owlish and solemn, 
gnd had leas to say about the admirable quali- 
ties of the Bonaparte breed—chiefly we sup- 
pose because it could not find reasons for fur- 
ther adulation so fast as its lively rival, the 
Times. Both Herald and Courier found a sud- 
dén “fascination in home politics, while the 
Times apparently with an eye single to the dec- 
oration of the Legion of Honor, cast itself val- 
iantly into the breach of public opinion, and 
continued to laud the sovereign of the Gauls 
as roundly as ever. The 7imes, however, has 
a good anchor to windward in the person o!

affirmatively vindicates his country’s cause 
and anathematizeés™the “juggling fiend” of 
France, in one column, while the editor fills 
' his department with energetic appeals on the 
negative of those questious. . We think the 
correspondent shows himself as 
| superior editor in his logie 
| the worthiness of his cause. The latter 

has not quite recovered from the inconvenience 
of having so many “elbows formed by the
